Our schools were never in better condition than at present, 
managed as they are by teachers peculiarly adapted to the grades 
in which they are working. ‘The great need of an Intermediate 
department to supply the missing link between the Primary and 
Grammar schools had for a long time been recognized, still no 
action was taken until last July “when i ina district : meeting it was 
unanimously voted to appropriate sufficient money to furnish 
comfortably the class room adjoining the High school for the In- 
termediate grade. This was accomplished and at the opening of 
the Fall term we had the satisfaction of forming the new grade 
from the advanced pupils in the Primary school together with 
those not, qualified for the Grammar department. There are, 
therefore, four schools doing good work, which is very gratifying 
to the Board of Education who have endeavored to do their best 
to advance the interests of education.
